GENERAL STAFF 


BILL FOR THE ARMY PASSED BY 


THE HOUSE BY VOTE OF 153 


TO 82. 


OUTLINE OF ITS PROVISIONS 


President Is to Name Members Who 


Are To Be Taken From Officers 


in Army. 


Washington, Jan. 6—The house to- 
day passed the bill for the creation of 
a general staff for the army by a vote 
of 153 to 52. By the terms of the bill 
it becomes the duty of the general 
staff to prepare plans for national de- 
fense and for the mobilization of the 
army in time of war, to investigate 
and report on nil questions affecting 
the efficiency of the service and to 
render professional aid to the secre- 
tary of war and to general officers 
and other superior commanders. The 
general staff corps is to consist of 
one chief of staff and two general offi- 
cers, all to be detailed by the presi- 
dent from officers of the army at 
large not below the grade of brigadier 
general; four colonels, six lieutenant 
colonels, twelve majors und 
twenty 
captains to be detailed from officers 
of the grade of captain or flrst lieu- 
tenant, who. while so serving; shall 
have the rank, pay and allowances of 
captains mounted. 


All officers In general staff shall be 
detailed therein for perlo.ls of four 
years. While serving in the general 
staff corps, the officers may bo assign- 
ed temporarily to duty In nny branch 
of the army. Upon being relieved they 
shall return to the branch of the army 
In which thpy hold a permanent com- 
m sslon. tind no officer except n „, -. 
oral offlcer niiall he eligible to further 
detail In the general staff corps until 
he shall have server! two years with 
the brunch of army in which commis- 
sioned, except in case of emergency In 
time of war. 
The bill nlso provides 
that the chief of staff, under the di- 
rection of the president, shall have 
supervision of all troops of the line 
and of adjutant generals. 
inspector 
generals, judge 
advocates, quarter- 
master, subsistence, medical, pay and 
ordnance department's, corps engineers 
nnd signal corps, and shall perform 
such other duties as may be assigned 
to him by the president. The duties 
now prescribed by the statute for the 
commanding general of the army us a

commissioners of soldiers' home shul 
be performed by the chief of stuff o 
other officers designated by the pres 
ident.

Such legislation to be directed alike 
against those who give and those who 
receive Illegal advantages, and to cov- 
er discrimination in prices as against 
competitors in particular localities re- 
sorted to for the purpose of destroying 
competition. In order to reach pro- 
ducts guilty of these offenses, who 
are, as producers merely, beyond na- 
tional control, a penalty should be im- 
posed upon interstate 
and 
foreign 
transportation of goods produced by 
them, and federal courts should 
be 
given power to restrain such trans- 
portation at the government's 
suit. 


Such legislation is necessary because 
the existing interstate commerce law 
does not give effective remedy in this 
class of cases against either shipper 
or carrier. 


The casus omissus in the interstate 
commerce act should now be supplied 
by imposing a penalty upon the car- 
rier and beneficiary alike, and by giv- 
ing to the courts the right to lestrain 
all such infractions of the law. 


Prohibition against carriers should 
be limited to those subject to the act 
to regulate commerce. 
Only carriers 
operating a line of railroad or rail and 
water line as one line are required to 
publish their rates and 
adhere 
to 
them. It is impracticable to control the 
lines operating wholly by water. Rates 
of water transportation are necessari- 
ly open to freest competition, are in- 
variably low by comparison, and thus 
naturally furnish a standard of rea- 
sonableness without expiess regula- 
tion. 


It should be made unlawful to trans- 
port traffic by carriers subject to In- 
terstate commerce act at a less rate 
tha n the published rate, and all who 
participate in violating the law should 
be punished. 


Provision should also be made to 


reach corporations and combinations 
which produce wholly within a state, 
but whose products enter 
interstate 
commerce. This provision should re- 
late, first, to concessions which fatten 
on rebates; second, to concerns which 
sell commodities below the 
general 


price in particular localities or in any 
other way in particular localities seek 
to destroy competition. 


There should be u comprehensive 
plan to enable the government to get 
ut all facts bearing upon organization 
and practices of concerns engaged in 
Interstate commerce not with a view 
to hampering any legitimate business 
of such concerns, but in order to be 
able to take action If necessary. 


To this end a commission or spec- 


ial bureau in the proposed department 
of commerce should be created, whose 
duty it should be to investigate the 
operations of concerns engaged in in- 
terstate or foreign commerce, to gath- 
er Information and data enabling it to 
make recommendations for additional 
legislation to report to the president 
This would be the first step in secur- 
ing proper publicity. This 
commis- 


sion should have authority 
to 
in- 


quire into management of any concern 
doing an interstate business whenev- 
er it becomes necessaiy or desirable- 
It should have authority to call for re- 
ports from them, compel 
testimony 


from all witnesses und for the pro- 
duction of books, papers, etc. 


These recommendations are 
based 
on the central thought that the first 
step should be taken by the law aim- 
ed at what are certainly known to be 
unreasonable practices directly res- 
trictive of freedom of commerce, and

Washington, Jan. 6—The day In the 
senate was eventful because of a no- 
table speech by Senator Hoar on hla 
pill 
regulating 
trusts and an at- 
tack by Senator Vest on the protect- 
ed industries through the operation of 
the Dingley law. Mr. Hoar's utterances 
were listened to with marked atten- 
tion 


He began his address with the as- 
sumption that all thoughful men are 
agreed as to the necessity of legisla- 
tion, state or national, for the control 
of trusts.

Mr. Hoar then took up tbe question, 
of the trusts as they now exist, point- 
ing out what be conceived to be their 
chief evils, as follows: 
1. Destruction of competition. 
2. The management of local Indus- 
tries by absentees in the interest of 
absentee capital. 


3. Destruction of local public spirit. 
4. Fradulent capitalization. 
6. Secrecy. 
6. Management for the private bene- 
fit of tha officials. 


7. The power to corrupt elections, 
and in some cases 
to corrupt the 
courts. 


8. The want of personal responsibil- 
ity to public sentiment. 


9. The absence of personal liability 
for contracts or wrong doing. 
10. The holding of vast properties in 
mortmain—in, the 'dead hand' If we 
may use the ancient phrase of the 
English law. But it has life enough for 
all purposes of power to serve the will 
that wields It. It is dead only to the 
influence of any nerve which comes 
from the brain of the people. 


Admires 
Morgan. 
Mr. Hoar said that many as were the 
evils in the great combinations of cap- 
ital some of them would be counter- 
balanced by corresponding advantages, 
and added: 
. 


"I confess I like to see Pierpont Mor- 
gan buying up great lines of ocean 
steamships. I like to hear of foreign po- 
tentates and principalities and powers 
bowing down when he visits the con- 
tinent of 
Europe. 
We 
need great 
strength. We need great individual 
power If we are to rival foreign na- 
tions in the great matters which they 
also control by individual power. 
But, great wealth should be control- 
led as the servant of man and of gov- 
ernment and should not be given the 
reins of control We must keep control 
over agencies which can make cities 
grow or withor.

Tariff Changes Not a Cure. 
Mr. Hoar said that he did not affrea 
with those who think they find an, 
adequate remedy for t-e evils of tha 
trusts in the removal of the tariff from 
all the trust-made articles. 
He then presented the Hollowing out- 
line of the restrictions imposed by his 
bill on corporations: 
First, publicity in the conduct of 
their business and the constitution of 
their organization: second, the power 
to stop their business altogether if 
they \ioljite the laws enacted Dy Con- 
gress; third, strict penalties on them 
and their officers for such violations; 
fourth, personal liability for all debts, 
obligations and wrongdoings of the di- 
rectors, officers and agents unless the 
laws be fully complied with. 


Can't Maintain Secrecy. 
As to iae effect of the measure in 
case it should become a "law he said' 
"If this bill shall become a law and 
prove effective no corporation engag- 
ing in the commerce which is within 
the Jurisdiction of congress can keep 
its condition a secret. No such corpor- 
ation can do business on fictitious cap- 
ital or water stock. No corporation can 
oppress any rival, whether corporate 
or individual, by any unlawful prac- 
tices. If it does it will be on the con- 
dition that every one of its manag- 
ers become personally liable for its 
debts and its torts, and will be liable 
also to heavy criminal liability. This 
bill depends for its validity on the 
constitutional power of congress to 
regulate international and interstate 
commerce."

Mr. Vest used as his text for his re- 
marks his resolution instructing the 
committee on finance to prepare and 
report a bill removing the duty on 
coal.
